resenting himself to be A.Squires,as well as your own statement, 
that he produces what is claimed to be the original certificate of 
deposit given by the officers of the yint in 1855,but that,owing to 
the faded condition of the yaper,the name of the party,if any,which 
was in the blank space cannot now be decizhered,except brought out 
by chemicals,and then very indistinctly. I understand,also,from 
your communication,that at the time the deyosit was made the sig- 
nature of the depositor,A.Squires was taken upon your books ,and 

the signature of the applicant,upon comparison with that on your 
books ,appears,in your opinion,as very similar to the latter,as much 
like it as could be expected considering the advanced age of the 
applicant,who nov claims to be about 71 years old. 

I find,also,in examining the papers that parties living 
in New York suggest that their uncle,one Anderson Squier went to 
Califormia about the same time that the applicant went,and that he 
returned in the year 1855 with a considerable amount of gold-dust, 
no trace of which was found in his family until the publication was 
made in regard to the application now before you by Mr.A.Squires. 
You will observe that there is a difference in the two names. The 
applicant.’s name is Alexander Squires,while the name of the person 


suggested by the New York parties is Anderson Squier. If I under- 


stand you,the signature upon the books of the Mint is A.Squires and 
not Squier; so that there seems to be a very marked discrepancy be- 
tween the two names as presented in the papers which you have en- 
closed to me. 

I have examined the testimony taken in Wheeling,West Vir- 
ginia,together with that taken in California; and I am en well 
satisfied from that testimony,that the party now claiming bao ae= 
posit is the party who is really entitled to it. I have rarely 
ever known a case to,be bettcr made out tease that he seems to make 
out by persons who have known him from boyhood,livedc with him and 
near him until he left for California in 1850. They also state 
when he returned from California in 1855 he said he made a deposit 
of certain gold in the mint at Philadelphia. “in addition,the tes- 
timony in California is very conclusive that a man calling himself 
A.Squires has been known to be a miner where the applicant claims 
to have lived for the last twenty years--many persons knowing him 
for the last several years; that he was a man of honesty,veracity, 
and upright in his dealings;that,being a single man,he had means . 


sufficient to subsist upon without the necessity of withdrawing the 


‘ 






value of the dust left in Philadelphia in 1855. Some of the testi- . 


mony taken in California represents him as having a considerable 


amount of money;and the reason given for making the application now 
is on account of same recent affliction attendant ,no doubt ,upon 
hard work in the mines,together with old age and exposure. Locking 
at the whole case,I am very vell satisfied in my own mind that he 
is the real party in interest,and that he should be paid the value 
of .the gold dust in question whatever that may be. 

I see that it is stated by the Director of the Mint that, 
in case of lost receipts for deposits, a bond of indemity should 
be reyguired as a condition of their payment. I suggest that in 
this case Mr.Squires produces what he claims to have been the orig- 
inal receipt. The name of the deyositor,as before stated has be- 
come indistinct by reason of such causes as he assigns in his af- 
fidavit. It is my opinion that if a paper is presented to you 
bearing evident marks of being the original receiyt,then the case 
cannot be treated as: if the roceipt had been lost and a bond of in- 
demnity required as in the case of lost certificates according to 
departmental regulations as incorporated in form A. If,however,you 
come to the conclusion,under the circumstances.that it is expedient 
to require a bond you can do so;but I am very well satisfied,in my 
own mind,that this man is the real party in interest,and that the 


yaper as described by you and the testimony before me is really the

original certificate. 

As you requested,I return the original proof taken at 
Wheeling,West Virginia,but retain the other papers,as they secm to 
be copies of originals on file in your bureau. It is important, 
however,that you send to me to be filed with the other proof in the 
ease a cory of the proof taken at Wheeling.

-tions in foree throughout the publie service, which it is not 
proper for any executive officer to disregard.

A desire for superior quality will not be eonsidered suffic- 


-ient grounds for special purchases, the Division of Stationery 


being charged with discretion as to the matter of quality. 
Whatever the precedents may have been in this case, and the 
long indulgence on my own part of a practice not in aceord with 
regulations, I do not feel that these considerations should weigh 
further.

Enclosed you will find a list of errors in classifying on 
your Register of Deposits gold and silver bullion deposited 
during quarter ended Slst ultimo. While some are not serious, 
you will observe that one deposit in particular (No.27), contain- 
-ing 280 ounces of gold and 98 of silver, was clearly a gold 
deposit, though entered on the Register as silver. 

I know of no way to avoid such errors except by making 
original entries in a blotter, subjeet to revision, before making 
entry in the regular Register. 

This practice seems to be followed in the other institutions, 
and though attended with some trouble, avoids all such errors, 
which ought eertainly to be within eontrol. The occurrence 
of such errors, as I consider, reflects upon method, which is 
presumed to be strictly aecurate and systematic.

TELEGRAPHING—ECONOMY IN EXPENDITURES, ADJUSTMENT OF 
ACCOUNTS, &c. 


1889. 











OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 
Washinglon, ®, E, March 24, T1889. 


To secure economy in expenditures on account of telegraphing, to correct abuses in the use of the 
wires, and to properly adjust accounts for telegraphic service, the following instructions are published 


for the information and guidance of all concerned : 


I. The telegraph will be used only upon important public business, and in cases of urgent necessity, 
where the ordinary mail facilities fail to furnish sufficient dispatch. When telegrams are sent upon 
business that would ordinarily be transacted through the mails, the facts as to their necessity must be satis- 
factorily shown or they will be disallowed in the settlement of accounts. 


II. All telegrams sent by officers in their own personal interest, or in the interest or behalf of any 
employé, or by private parties, must be prepaid ; and all telegraphie replies to such telegrams will be sent 
at the expense of the parties sending them. 


II. Telegrams should be in the briefest possible form consistent with clear, intelligible expression, as 
each word, initial letter, and figure wired is charged for in the accounts of the telegraph companies. The 
name of the officer addressed need not be used, his official designation being sufficient, as, for example, 
“The Secretary of the Treasury.’ The signature and official designation of the sender should also be 
contracted as much as possible. 


IV. Chief officers of the customs, when it becomes necessary for them to use the telegraph in commu- 
nicating with subordinates or other customs officers on official business, should see that only Government: 
rates are charged for all telegrams received and sent, and they must, in all instances, forward copies of 
such telegrams to the Department with their requests for authority for payment. 

V. Official telegrams sent over the wires of the United Lines and Western Union Telegraph Compa- 
nies, by and to the chief officers of the Department at Washington, should not be prepaid, as monthly 
bills for such service are rendered by said companies. 

VI. In the settlement of all accounts against the Department for telegraphing, the telegrams must be 
carefully examined to see that only Government rates are charged, and the officer sending or receiving 
the telegrams will be required to certify that they were on public business, and that they were rendered 
necessary by the exigencies of the service. Such certificate will be in the form appended.

I beg to acknowledge with many thanks the receipt of your letter 
of the 2ist March, giving certain information | asked for as to your 
Precedure in the silver coinage of America; you may perhaps be inter- 
ested in knowing where our system here differs from yours.: 

In melting room we use plumbago crucibles containing a charge of 
450 lbs. It 1s a common thing with us to melt 20,004 lbs. of silver 
daily. The silver is cast into bars 3gm thick, 2 945” wide and 26” 
long. 
The 3am bar is passed 7 times between 14” rolls, twice between 
12” rolls and 6 or 7 times between 10” rolls; it is not annealed, no 
draw bench is used 
Napier’s automaton weighing machines are used. They weigh 22 bits 
@ minute and cost about £250. our percentage of lights and heavy vary 
from 5 to 9 per cent, 
Bits are annealed in open pans, the bits being arranged in a rouleaux, 
3,000 in one pan. 6,000 are annealed in one heat. ay 
We use both the screw press worked by @ vacuum and the Lever or 
Ulhorn press. je can work the Serew press up to 160 a minute for small 
coin and generally to 125 for rupees; the lever up to 120 for small sil-: 


ver coin oF copper and 80 for rupees. we find the screw press much 


Superior 


Supertor to the lever. [t never heats, scarcely ever requires any re- 
pairs, rarely gets out of order and goes on working at a high rate of 
speed for very many years with little deterioration, The lever press 
on the contrary is constantly heating, requires frequent repairs and 
gives a small outturn of work, [ts noiselessness and facility of erec- 
tion are perhaps the only advantages it possesses over the screw press. 
I note that you do not cut out 2 coin in the breadth of the strap 
as we do here. [In addition to hand cutting we find self acting double 
cutters very useful and economical.
